In the making for the past three 
years, the Tullytown School Board 
received 
its release from the 
Delhaas Jointure by an 8-2 vote 
at a Dec. 6 meeting. 
Second Request 
It was the second time the Tul­ 
lytown board had submitted the 
reqquest for a vote. The first 
the proposal was voted down with 
only two members of the Bristol 
Township Board voting for the 
dissolution. 
The Delhaas Jointure is 


up of the Bristol Township and 
Tullytown Borough school boards. 
Mrs. Arzt explained “the move 
is a tremendous advantage for 
our school board. We expect our 
taxes to go up under any circum­ 
stances, but the overall picture 
looks better with the Pennsbury 
system.” 
Advantages Listed 
In pointing out the advantages 
of the Tullytown’s merger with 
the Pennsbury system, Mrs. Arzt 
said four-fifths of the borough is 
in Falls Township, a member of 
the Pennsbury jointure. 
She added distance for elemen­ 
tary and high school children of 
Tullytown to t r a v e l would be 
much shorter in the Pennsbury 
schools.

Snow Or Rain 
Snow- or rain may be in the off­ 
ing for the area late tomorrow 
night or Friday as increasing 
cloudiness is forecast for tomor­ 
row. 
While 1963 is getting off to a 
“warm” start, 1962 ended on a 
rigid note with December proving 
to be quite cold. The average tem­ 
perature for the month was 30.5 
degrees, 4.7 degrees below the sea­ 
sonal normal of 35.2. 
The month’s warmest day was 
Dec. I <66 degrees) and the cold­ 
est on Dec. 31 (one degree above 
zero*. 
The month’s last day proved to 
be the coldest Dec. 31 in 20 years, 
according to Meteorlogist George 
Whiteley of the Trenton weather 
bureau. In addition to the mer­ 
cury dipping to a record one 
above, winds of 48 miles an hour 
were recorded, marking the “fast­ 
est mite of wind" ever registered 
at the Trenton bureau.

HAVANA <UPI>—Premier Fidel 
Castro lashed out at President 
Kennedy today and ridiculed the 
United States for paying “indem­ 
nification" for 
1,113 ransomed 
Cuban invasion prisoners. 
“They call it ransom," Castro 
said. “We don’t care what they 
call it. 
"They had to agree to pay in­ 
demnification. 
“For the first time in history, 
imperialism has paid war indem­ 
nification.” 
Castro's speech was the high­ 
light of his regime’s observance 
of its fourth anniversary in pow­ 
er. He spoke after a two-hour re­ 
view of Cuba’s armed might be­ 
fore a reviewing stand of some 
400 Communist-world notables.

Castro, 
began 
at 
IO a.m., EST, less than IO min­ 
utes after Castro arrived at the 
reviewing stand in Havan’s Civic 
Square. 
The MIGs that flashed over the 
reviewing stand were described 
by Cuban announcers as includ­ 
ing the MIG21, the Soviet super­ 
sonic fighter. All were presumed 
to be piloted by Cubans. 
Thousands of Cubans lined Ha­ 
vana's streets to watch units of 
men and women civilian militia 
parade with modern Czech weap­ 
ons. Even after the start of the 
parade, Cuban radio stations still 
called on people to turn out to 
hear Castro speak later.

Kerr Death 


Severe Blow 


PALM BEACH, Fla. (U PD - 
The death of Sen. Robert S. Kerr 
was regarded at the w inter White 
House today as a severe blow to 
the New Frontier despite his op­ 
position to some key administra­ 
tion programs. 
President Kennedy, who plans 
to fly to Oklahoma for Kerr’s 
funeral later this week, expressed 
shock Tuesday upon learning of 
Kerr’s death. Kennedy added:

"He will be greatly missed when 
the Senate opens next week and 
even more so in the months 
ahead.” 
The chief executive has placed 
tax reduction at the top of his 
1963 legislative priority list and 
had hoped for the powerful sup­ 
port of Kerr, second • ranking 
Democrat on the Senate Finance 
Committee 
Last year, Kerr led the fight 
for Kennedy’s tax revision pro­ 
gram.

Damages In I

A Buck* County woman te 
charging a Warminster market 
owner with conspiring with a 
justice of the peace and con­ 
stable of Montgomery County to 
make her pay an unlawful fee. 
In a suit filed in the Bucks 
County Court of Common Pleas. 
Mrs. Helen L. Haplin of 4 Luther 
St., Warminster, charges that a 
warrant sworn out by Charles 
Shorday, owner of the Town and 
Country Supermarket was “wrong­ 
ly issued and wrongly served.” 
The suit states the warrant was 
issued by Justice of the Peace 
John A. Frank of Elkins Park, 
and served by Constable Gerald 
D. Rhoades of Jenkintown. 
Lacked HJN 
Mrs. Haplin maintains that on 
Oct. 5, I960, she made a purchase 
at the market located on East 
County Line Road, of approxi- 
mately $20, but lacked $1.80 in 
cash to pay the full amount. 
Contending that she was a reg­ 
ular customer at the store, Mrs. 
Haplin said she paid the balance 
of the bill with a personal check, 
but was unaware her bank was 
deducting a service charge of 
IO cents a month. Mrs. Halpin 
says she later learned her ac­ 
count contained less than $1.20. 
Mrs. Haplin says she received 
no notice that she owed the mar­ 
ket any money, until April 28, 
1961, when Rhoades, acting on a 
warrant sworn out by Shorday, 
charged her with issuing worth­ 
less checks. 
In the presence of her four chil­ 
dren and husband, Rhoades or­ 
dered Mrs. Haplin to pay a bill 
of $20 or else she would be placed 
in jail over the weekend, the 
suit says.
